The incident waa the gravest 
Involving Americans since the 
Korean War ended in 1863. It 
occurred eight hours before 
Johneon left Korea for the Unit­ 
ed States.

W illiam s And Griffin 


The greatest uncertainty in Michigan’s Nov. S elec­ 
tion rides on the Senate I'ace, with the public opinion 
polls indicating that 'Soapy Williams is in trouble and 
that Senator Bob Griffin is the best bet to win. 


Tliis outlook is quite a switch from the primary. 
jGus Scholle named Williams as Labor’s man and put 
him over in the primary, knocking out Detroit Mayor 
Jerome Cavanagh, who challenged him for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination to the Senate seat vacated by the 
death of Pat McNamara. Governor George Romney had 
named five-times Congressman Griffin to the office. 


The Democratic machine in Michigan had hoped to 
shoo Soapy into the nomination without a contest. It 
had hoped so hard that Cavanagh would oppose Romney 
for the governorship. The primar>' fight was unsettling 
for the Democrats. The statewide party’s favorite won* 
but his spirit seemed to have been expanded in the 
primar>% and then he had to have surgery that further 
drained his strength.

But Soapy’s biggest trouble is not age. It is change. 
>M>en he resumed the campaign he was running scared. 
He counted on labor support to put him over and he 
made the famUiar handshake his chief campaign strat­ 
egy. There was a campaign soft pedal on his unprece­ 
dented 12 years as governor of Michigan, more mention 
of his years in the State Department. But that was in 
an office held before him and after him by political un­ 
knowns. 


Soap>’ started his campaign saying that his oppon­ 
ent, Griffin, would have a lot of exi^aining to do about 
his authorship of the Landnim-Griffin Labor Act. But 
Griffin and Governor Romney carried the fight to him 
on that one. bringing it up more often than Soapy did, 
and finally, challenged by Griffin. Soapy said that he, 
too, ha^he been in the Senate, would have voted for the 
Landrum-Grilfin Act It grew out of the McClellan 
Committee’s investigation of labor racketeering and 
makes union bosses responsible to their memberships.

The study is an analysis of 
the characteristics of the' la­ 
bor force of Michigan as pro­ 
jected to I960. It has three ma­ 
jor objectives: 


1. To develop improved meth­ 
ods for analyzing characteris­ 
tics of future labor farces. 


2. To provide estimates of 
the characteristics of BAichigan’s 
labor forces in 1970. 1975 and 
1900.. 


3. To create guidelines tor ed­ 
ucational planning in Michigan 
to serve the needs of the labor 
force. 


Batlelle Study 


The study was made by tiie 
Battelle Memorial Institute of 
Columbus. O., under direction 
of the Michi^n Employment 
Security Commission, co>sp(m- 
sored by the Michigan Office of 
Economic Expansion and the 
State Department of Education.

Recent changes 
in the nation economy indicate 
that the socio-econ<Nnic struc­ 
ture is evolving into what might 
be called the “Human Resources 
Era.” The evolution of the U. S. 
Economy has been ascribed in 
the study in three basic areas:

1. Agricultural, ending in the 
late 1800s. 


2. BCanufacturing, prevailing 
through tile lata lOSOs. 


3. Human Resources, which 
emerged in the early 1900s.

Certainly, the Board ot Bdu- 
catM>n, the dtixans of the com­ 
munity who supported the ad­ 
ministration and school board, 
and the state legislature also 
must be given credit tov^ard 
the improvement. 


But like a football team must 
have a coach, so must a school 
district have a leader. Barrett, 
former steelworker, salesman, 
teacher and high school princi­ 
pal, has had remarkable suc­ 
cess. 


A reader, a sometimes bowl­ 
er and a member of innumer­ 
able professional organizations, 
Barrett’s firm approach to ed­ 
ucation on his 6-foot-3 frame 
command respect from his of­ 
fice. 


And although 
the superin­ 
tendent doesn’t always get his 
way with the Board of Educa­ 
tion, he nex'ertheless appears to 
coiuiistcntly gain ground. 


The Escanaba Area Board of 
Education — a diverse, some­ 
what conservative and often 
sharply divided group — isn’t 
a “rubber stamp” organization. 
The Board has few automatic 
“yes” people. Anything new or 
diffsrent is probed, broken 
down and then cautiously put 
back 
together for 
action. It 
isn’t an easy group to get along 
with, but Barrett has usually 
nrumaged to maintain at least 
working rapport.

The 106S-»< school mr'rHed a ere.st Imnro- i^'T^ent in the financial 
situation of the Escanalv\ Ares Public School District. Extra operational 
millage (4.5 mills! voted in December of the previous vear was first 
levied during this school year. This, coupled with an Improved State 
Aid formula, permitted the district to recover the entire deficit car­ 
ried over from t»»e previous year. This fact, coupled with the renewal 
of expiring operational millage in an election on Fehruanr 1. 10». also 
coupled with another imnrovem«‘nt in State Aid. maV.cs the financial 
situation of the school district the best in years. 


The 1965-» K'hool year onened with 4.459 children enrolled, an 
increase of 1 » children over the p^vlous year. This Incrcasa further 
crowded the already over-loaded facilities, particularly in the elenten- 
tary gradt'S. This emphasized the need for an elementary construction 
program, this and the advanced ae^ of the Washington and Jefferson 
buildings. Therefore, the Board i»f M ueation set tiia date of February

giood margin, thus permitting planning to continue for a new school 
building on the Franklin site, a new school building on the far aouth 
si«le, replacement of the Washington building on the current site, ad­ 
ditions to the John Lemmer.

In the history of the High 
School there seems to be at least 
five leaps forward — possibly 
fix. 


1 shall try to follow these in 
chronological order and to asso­ 
ciate each step with some force 
which stimulated the change. 


By 1886. England, France and 
Germany had what we might call 
a system of national educa- 
tiori. They had discovered, over 
• period oi lOt years, that na­ 
tionalism, democracy and the 
industrial 
revolution 
implied 
the necessity for aa educated 
peo|>le. 


Free l eliaels 


In spite ci Uiis revelation, 
ichools in tiiflso ooitfMrios were 
what we would MiU 
*'class*' 
ichools. Altbougli they were con­ 
sidered *‘£ree” the hi^er ele- 
ventary and what we now think 
9i as high schools, required tu- 
Mion fees. This restricted at- 
leodonce to tlie monied class 
•nd the aristocracy. 
Ametica 
wanted nothing of this. It was 
one oi the reasons our forefa- 
ñiers immigrated to this land

In spite of this there wa« a

Among this 
group was Horace Mann, tiien 
secretary to the State Board of 
Education 
in 
Massachusetts. 
Throu^ his efforts a new surge 
of naticMMil consciousness to­ 
ward education was stimulated 
and spread throughout ttie land. 
Thus the phltosophy of a free 
and universal education was in­ 
itiated. 


The High Sohoel 


In spite of the general ac­ 
ceptance of this phitosophy, peo­ 
ple objected to the support of 
secondary, or high 
schoote. 
Why, they asked, shoukl we 
forced to pay for and support 
high schools when we have no 
youngsters or do not caro to 
have our children attend? . 


The struggle tor free high 
schools in ttie 70’s and 80’s was 
culminated in the Suiureme 
Court of Michigan. In 1872, a 
group of citizens in Kalamazoo 
broui^t suit against school dis­ 
trict No. 1 of Kalamazoo "to 
rottroÉi the coUoction of such 
portton of the achool taxes aaa^ 
oaaod against eonifdainants » 
devoted to the support cl the 
high sdiool in the village . . .** 
•Tustioo Thomas M. Cooley’s de­ 
cision stipported the action of 
the diatrict. It served to stimu­ 
late lk«e high schools in the 
stoto of Michigan and served as 
a precedent in similar cases in 
other states. 


Thus, by 1872, the pioneers in 
EsconatM were ftee to do aa 
they pleased as far as the High 
School was concerned. 


After the i»cho(4s district was 
organized Sept. 5, 1886, a two 
room achoottMuse was erected 
and in IMS the term was ex­ 
tended to nine months.

Sch0(4** had been used to de­ 
scribe a public school which of­ 
fered courses beyond those gen­ 
erally accepted as elementary 
(commonly referred to as the 
three-R’s). 


Although we accept the pul^ 
lie high sdKKri as a distinct in­ 
stitution now, it was not uBtO 
the Kalamaaoo case in 1872 that 
it had a real legal status . . . 
Later permlasive legislation in 
cur state aa well as others, oa- 
tahlished this unique tgrpe of 
school as a distinct part of our 
system of national education. 


The Amerioon High School ia 
unique because it was a free 
school and open to all regard­ 
less of economic or social sta­ 
tus, religkNM beliefs or racial 
background. It was a classless 
sdiool. 


By IfTt the way was clear for 
th^ pioneers of this communi­ 
ty to oatolilish a high aehool. 
In this yeor a two year high 
school course was added, and 
M li ew first mention of such 
• aehool op to.thia poUit. The 
Ifarit alass wos graduated in 
1881 and 1 hdieve was made up 
of three graduates. The popu- 
latkih of Bacanaho was about 
3,088. 


The Frankhn School was buiH 
in 1882 and the upper fkM»r was 
used for the Hi|^ School. 
High School term was extend­ 
ed to three years and ia 18M 
it was accredited by the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan.

By 1807 these forces as well

Helena Topinko, also 
from Bohemia, and they were 
married there. 


They moved to Menominee 
in 1914 where Frank played 
the comet in the band and 
where he organized a string 
orchestra.

worked all day in a factory. 


The family came to Escan- 
aba when Karas was offered 
a job as orchestra leader in a 
theater. This was in the days 
of silent films, when orches­ 
tras created mcxxi music in ac­
